Jobholders 
Show Sharp 
Increase 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - More than 
20 million Americans endured 
unemployment at one time or another 
in 1976, including nearly 3 million who 
never found any job all year, ac­ 
cording to new Labor Department 
figures. 
out 104 million persons m ean­ 
while held jobs sometime during the 
year, reflecting an increase over 1975 
of 3 million — most of them women. It 
was the second biggest increase of 
jobholders in the past two decades. 
Unlike reg u lar m onthly unem ­ 
ployment reports, the annual figures 
published Wednesday fully reflect the 
hardship suffered by A m erican 
jobseekers during a year. 
Some 20.4 million persons were 
unemployed a week or longer during 
1976. About 8.6 million of them were 
jobless for 15 weeks or more, and 2.9 
million never found work in 1976. 
By comparison, fewer than 8 million 
persons were listed as jobless last 
N ovem ber 
when 
unem ploym ent 
reached a one-month peak of 8 per 
cent for 1976. 
The total number of persons who 
experienced joblessness last year was 
about 660,000 less than in 1975, and 2 
million higher than the pre-recession 
days of 1974. 
About 42 per cent of all last year’s 
jobless Americans suffered long term 
unemployment of 15 weeks or more, 
compared to an average of 33 per cent 
during the early 1970’s. 
The increase in jobholders last year 
was exceeded only by a record rise 
during 1973. The proportion of 
working age Americans who held a 
job last year rose to 67 per cent.

LONDON (UPI) — Queen Elizabeth set off fo^ay on * iubilee trip up the 
historic Thames River, taking her through London’s impoverished East End 
to tea in an ancient palace with the archbishop of Canterbury. 
The daylong trip turned the great loops of the river into a scene of spec­ 
tacle and celebration to m ark Elizabeth’s 25 years on the throne. 
The journey echoed the stately progressions made 400 years ago by her 
ancestor, the first Queen Elizabeth, and other English monarchs in the days 
when the river was the capital's main thoroughfare 
It took the queen into London's dying dockland, its dilapidated working- 
class “ East End,” through the heart of her greatest metropolis and to tea 
with the prim ate of the faith she is pledged to defend 
“ It has been said that the River Thames and the monart hy between them 
constitute the history of our nation," said Lord Eiworthy, marshal of the 
Royal Air Force and the queen's lord lieutenant of Greater I xiii don 
“The Thames has for centuries epitomized the spirit of the nation,” he 
said. 
Much of this history was concentrated at Greenwich, where Queen 
Elizabeth I boarded her royal barge in steady rain under the towering m asts 
of the Cutty Sark. The last of the clipper ships is permanently berthed below 
the observatory on the line between the Eastern and Western hemispheres, 
where the world’s time zones begin.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 
Ways and Means Committee has 
approved 
and

broadened 
P resident C a rte r’s tax incentive 
proposal for solar energy, but its 
chairm an predicts a year’s post­ 
ponement of the proposed tax on gas- 
guzzling cars. 
The com mittee set a vote today on 
C arter’s idea of taxing fuel-inefficient 
cars and giving rebates on fuel- 
efficient ones. 
“The rebate does not have sup­ 
port,” said Chairman Al Ullman, D- 
Ore., Wednesday after the committee 
discussed the proposals for several 
hours. “ I think we have a majority ... 
who want the gas-guzzler tax, but not 
in the first year. I think 1979 (models) 
ought to do it.” 
C arter’s plan was to tax fuelvvasting 
cars starting with the 1978 models 
coming out this summer. The tax 
would be based on standards already 
in the law that 1978 cars should get 18 
miles per gallon and succeeding 
models should get steadily better until 
reaching 27.5 miles per gallon in 1985. 
Under C arter’s proposal, 1978 cars 
that fell short would be taxed up to 
$449, increasing to $2,488 for the worst 
gas guzzlers of 1985. 
He proposed similar rebates for 
efficient cars, but that m easure ran 


into trouble from the start because it 
would reward foreign auto m akers 
more than domestic ones. 
The committee had statistics that 
showed foreign autos get consistently 
better gas mileage than American 
cars. 
The tax would be put on the sticker 
price of each offending car, so the 
buyer would know how much more he 
is paying for fuel inefficiency. 


Current law would fine manufac­ 
turers by multiplying the number of 
cars they make by a per-mile amount 
based on how much they fall short of 
standards. 
Staff m em bers told the committee if 
the tax were imposed on 1978 cars, it 
would hurt Ford somewhat more than 
General Motors and Chrysler, and 
that Ford and Chrysler would “have a 
problem” in 1979 models as well 
because of the composition of their 
fleet and their tooling-up plans. 


The com m ittee W ednesday ap ­ 
proved 22 to 7 a Carter proposal for 
tax credits for homeowners who in­ 
stall solar energy systems. Com­ 
m ittee m em bers added windm ill 
energy generators to the credit, which 
would range up to $2,000 on ex­ 
penditures up to $10,000. 'Die program 
would end in 1982.

DEAR POLLY — I have a sweater made of one of the 
polyesters that came through many washings beautiful­ 
ly. It was machine washed and dried and always came 
out well in the past. But the last time it came out with 
what appears to be permanent wrinkles I then washed 
it by hand but with no luck and then by machine again 
and it looked no better. Even a slightly warm iron will 
not remove the wrinkles Is there an answer to this? —

DEAR MRS. E.W.W. — I do not know that there is a 
“sure cure” answer but I can tell you what I have done 
and with very good results. A pair of my part-polyester 
slacks went through the same sort of experience. The 
time they acquired the wrinkles someone else had wash­ 
ed them and I felt sure they were left in the dryer too 
long. I took a pressing cloth wrung out of white vinegar 
and water, placed it on top of the wrinkles and then iron­ 
ed with a rather hot iron. Of course, one must be careful 
that the iron never touches the pants, only the damp 
cloth. They looked much better. The next time they 
were laundered in the machine with warm water, put in 
the dryer set on “Permanent Press” and removed the 
very minute the dryer stopped. They look fine. Perhaps 
such a treatment might help your sweater. — POLLY.
